When young | travelled and hiked the hills, dales, and 
valleys of the North Yorkshire Moors on a regular basis 
and many of the names featured within this documen- 
tary are known to me. From Hackness and Silpho to 
Broxa Forest and more, they were all very well known 
to me when younger. | covered my Duke of Edinburgh 
Award Scheme over these hills and | spent much time 
camping in Silpho and walked the paths of Langdale 
End, and along the old Roman road in Farndale and oth- 
er tracks, | can honestly say the tales uncovered by Paul 
in the 20 or so years he has worked and studied the cas- 
es mentioned in this film, that many of these reports 
where startingly new to me. 


Knowing both Paul Sinclair for over 20 years and Les 
Drake for approximately 5 or 6 years | was looking for- 
ward to seeing this review copy of Wolf Lands — which 
the blurb tells us is a "gripping and thought-provoking 
documentary that dares to enter the chilling world of 
real-life encounters with the werewolf and other in- 
credible beasts. Creatures that have been denied out of 
existence due to man's inability to understand or be- 
lieve that things of nightmares really do exist." The intro 
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begins with a warning that some viewers may find some 
of the images featured upsetting. 


Then it is literally straight into the stories from the 
“Wolf Lands.” While some of us know both Paul and 
Les, and have followed Pauls work for a number of 
years perhaps just a little more time setting the scene 
would perhaps have been somewhat helpful for the 
everyday Joe Public, who do not follow such strange 
phenomenon on a regular basis, to get their ‘teeth’ (no 
pun intended) into the subject so to speak. Perhaps ex- 
plaining how the area came to be named and how it 
was formed, would have helped set the scene a tad 
more. 


Stories of large unexplained bi-pedal wolflike creatures, 
some call the Dog-Men, unknown lights over the Flam- 
borough Head coast, big cat stories to incidents experi- 
enced in the large forested areas of the 'Moors' are 
often recounted at the sighting scene, and told by the 
individuals that personally witnessed and experienced 
such events are featured throughout. This is a great tac- 
tic which gives the Wolf Lands documentary a more of a 
personal feeling, a somewhat spine-tingling feeling. Ste- 
ve's encounter in Broxa Forest is one that particularly 
fascinated me. 


Lee Hayward at Bempton in the November of 2019 is 
another fascinating retelling of his own personal experi- 
ence, an experience he shared with Paul. Lee travelled 
to Bempton with Paul Sinclair, and both saw the lights... 
lights in groups of 3 or 4. Lee explains that these lights 
were not an after burner or manmade electrical lights, 
which he realised just by looking at them. He realised 
that he was seeing something that "A, he couldn't ex- 
plain and B, something that wasn't and didn't happen 
all of the time." He explained them as "something that 


MANIFESTS rather than switches оп.” Lee recorded the 
times he saw the lights, has he realised he was seeing 
something strange. "They appeared just out of the blue 
and not in any uniform pattern" he said, with an instant 
impression these were NOT MANMADE objects. After 
having seen the lights as, he and Paul approached the 
RSPB reserve and again while seeing them at the Bemp- 
ton cliffs reserve itself, they were literally taken by sur- 
prise when they saw them once more. This time ex- 
tremely close to their position and you will be amazed 
when you hear how large these lights where, when Lee 
describes the sighting, as "something special." 


Paul mentions the Dalby Forest events of nearly twenty- 
five years ago, which was supposedly investigated by 
former North Yorkshire Police-Sergeant Tony Dodd. To- 
ny, who was by now working has a private citizen, was 
said to be investigating reports of animal mutilations on 
the North York Moors and it is said at least one human 
mutilation, While Paul is correct that such claims were 
indeed occurring twenty five years ago, and at least one 
human mutilation was said to have happened around the 
same time frame. Yet, unfortunately while we have seen 
some evidence of strange deaths of animals as small has 
mice to sheep or deer and others in between, there is 
nothing to back up the human mutilation claims, once 
made by Tony Dodd, when he (Tony) mentions a source 
from the area. Though has Paul points out the mysteries 
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of twenty-five years ago appear to be the same that he 
faces today. Yet, the human mutilation story does not 
want to go away. If human mutilations did occur, they 
have been hidden quite effectively. But | do have it from 
one close source of my own that 99.996 of the time Tony 
Dodd was not the same kind of investigator as Paul Sin- 
clair. Paul actually visits locations and knocks on doors to 
find information and real witnesses.

Is still has vivid to the young man that experienced 
it. In fact, he is still seeking an answer to this day, so 
much so that if he could pay a fortune to find out what 
he saw that dark night. 


The whole documentary is an extremely fine piece of 
work.

And, if so, what's at the end of its border, if any? The 
'system's' approach is simply that you can be shown 
something, but they don't want you to be able to touch 
it. If that 'something' is unreachable, then it can be 
moulded in any way, shape or form which suits them. 
This is applicable in most other areas of life which many 
have accepted as truth and serves as an ideal template 
for those who deceive with the intent in advancing their 
plans surrounding mental manipulation. 


The other side of the coin regarding the UFO secrecy 
may direct us to an altogether different pitch entirely, 
and one which appears not to be pleasant.

Most of them abduct you against your will and perform 
all sorts of medical procedures on you. We have no 
control over them — and therefore, they are a threat!’ 
As argued, | don't think the UFO reality is as clear-cut as 
many believe. How will much of the public deal with 
that, one wonders? I consider there will be huge psy- 
chological, along with spiritual ramifications brought 
into the equation, especially those devout within their 
own belief systems. And we are told there is more than 
one species housed within ice in these secret, under- 
ground facilities. The borders of planet Earth are under 


constant surveillance from satellites, yet the public are 
not informed of what's coming in or out of our planet's 
stratosphere. There have even been cases where live 
feeds from certain satellite technology have been cut. 
What's going on? And why are the public not informed 
of apparent objects of unknown origin entering our at- 
mosphere? 


Another controversial issue is that of cattle and human 
mutilations happening across the world. This sensitive 
area of investigations is so serious, local authorities are 
forced to mis-direct just about anyone who explores 
such harrowing and mind-boggling incidents, ostensibly 
turning a blind-eye whilst trying to bury the facts sur- 
rounding the precise medical procedures carried out 
almost in identical detail with every case discovered. 


Government officials will not challenge any form of pub- 
lic enquiry, and neither will the police or those in higher 
seats of power. It is most certain that the UFO/UAP 
phenomenon is behind these happenings, regardless of 
what the establishments tell us. 


One well documented case is highlighted in UFO re- 
searchers, Dermot Butler, and Carl Nally’s book ‘Circle of 
Deceit: A Terrifying Alien Agenda in Ireland & Beyond’ 
published by eminent British Ufologist, Philip Mantle 
through his ‘Flying Disk Press.’ Are we being protected 
from a terrible truth? Are there certain areas which 
would literally horrify the public? And are such forces in 
collusion with those behind the UFO secrecy itself? 


| do believe the ‘system’ has deliberately decompart- 
mentalised this disturbing topic away from the UFO is- 
sue so that no connections can be made as to the true 
culprits behind these perplexing and grotesque killings. 
Leading research, especially at Skinwalker Ranch in Utah, 
USA identifies UFOs as the main source behind such 
atrocities, but the reasons, however, are still unclear. 
This is chilling within the extreme, but stands as an al- 
most certain fact, nevertheless. 


Casting aside the fakes and frauds, along with those who 
cannot distinguish fact from fiction is a difficult task 
when assessing the complexity surrounding UFO/ 
abduction research. Certain patterns inform us that the 
phenomenon (and much like Near-death Experience 
which points to the interdimensional theory) is occur- 
ring, and although we at present have no physical proof 
with which to substantiate such claims, enough pioneer- 
ing investigation points directly at forces which operate 
outside the parameters of both time and space; subjects 
which are still hotly debated within academia. 


Progress is being made in our search for the ultimate 
truth when exploring the interdimensional hypothesis. 
As humans, we are permanently fixed within a physical 
universe, but greater minds appear to have found a way 
to pass beyond the barrier from their corporeality into 
ours, and in so doing may be able to heighten or lower 


their vibrational frequency for contact to be made. 


Evaluation into Near-death studies displays an ability for 
the deceased to physically show themselves to a depart- 
ed loved-one, and although something we would consid- 
er as functioning as ethereal in nature, nothing could be 
further from the truth. This process clearly demon- 
strates two sides of a coin temporarily merging into one. 


Considering the vast distances within our universe 
would make for very long space flights indeed. Giving an 
example, and if we had successfully cracked the code for 
light-speed travel among the stars, it would take on av- 
erage a mind-blowing 25,000 years for us to reach the 
closest galaxy, Canis Major Dwarf. Unless certain extra- 
terrestrial intelligences have found a way to suspend 
their own life during timely voyages, | seriously doubt 
they’d put themselves through such precarious proce- 
dures. It would be more conceivable to presume ETs 
have secreted themselves here on Earth, and under the 
oceans which would make them almost impervious to 
human detection or, as stated, found a way to fold time 
and space itself without the adverse conditions which 
would make such travel almost impossible. | would con- 
sider these two are more practical when deliberating the 
‘how’s’ their end.

A NASA scientist has said chemicals found on Mars 
would technically be classified as signs of ancient life if 
they were found on Earth. 


Dr. Michelle Thaller spoke to The U.S. Sun about the 
possibility of life on the Red Planet.

The Nasa expert told us: "On Mars we see chemistry 
that on Earth, if it were here, we would say is due to 
life. 


"But the question is, how well do we under- 
stand Mars and are we being fooled by something?" 


Signs of ancient life that we're used to spotting on Earth 
may not necessarily mean the same thing when found 
on the Red Planet. 


However, Dr. Thaller told The U.S. Sun she's cer- 
tain we'll find alien life in our Solar System. 


The chemical substances discovered may be potential 
signs of ancient life but Dr. Thaller did not describe the 
exact chemical. 


Nasa has found mysterious methane on Mars that it 
said "could have supported ancient life" and has also 
revealed plans to find amino acids. 


Organic chemicals like amino acids can be used by ar- 
chaeologists to confirm life was present. 


Nasa previously revealed that it plans to dig deeper into 
Mars to find amino acids that haven't been destroyed 
by space radiation. 


A blog post from the US space agency explained: 
"Amino acids can be created by life and by non- 
biological chemistry. 


"However, finding certain amino acids on Mars would 
be considered a potential sign of ancient Martian life 
because they are widely used by terrestrial life as a 
component to build proteins. 


"Proteins are essential to life as they are used to make 
enzymes which speed up or regulate chemical reactions 
and to make structures." 


Alexander Pavlov of Nasa’s Goddard Space Flight Center 
in Greenbelt, Maryland, added: "Our results suggest 
that amino acids are destroyed by cosmic rays in the 
Martian surface rocks and regolith at much faster rates 
than previously thought. 


"Current Mars rover missions drill down to about two 
inches (around five centimetres). 


"At those depths, it would take only 20 million years to 
destroy amino acids completely." 


Tens of millions of years may sound like a long time but 
Nasa is looking for signs of ancient life that's billions of 
years old. 


It's thought Mars would have been more like Earth bil- 
lions of years ago. 


Dr. Thaller stressed the importance of not confirming 
signs of life until there's 100% certainty. 

She told us: "The solar system may be teaming with 
simple life, microbial life. 


"We just have to get that 100% certainty to say that we 
found it and we don’t have that yet."

He certainly 
was a great character. Anyone that knew him will have 
stories to tell about him of that I’m sure. 


Instead, what I'd like to do is to publish here for the 
first time a few letters that were sent to Calvin but un- 
fortunately they ended up at Charles Hickson’s address. 
On August 3rd (2023) | was contacted by a lady by the 
name of Chelsea Norton Prince. Ms. Prince runs the 
Ocean Springs (Mississippi) Historical Society. She has 
an interest in the Pascagoula encounter case and one of 
her members had contacted her about two boxes of 
material that used to belong to the late Charles Hick- 
son. Bethany Fayard was the lady in question. 


In 2011 when Charles Hickson died her parents had 
bought his house and these papers were left in the 
house. Ms. Fayard kindly donated them and Ms. Prince 
digitized the whole lot and sent them to me ona thumb 
drive. In these letters and papers were several that 
were for Calvin Parker and Ms. Prince sent me the hard 
copies as well. | digitized these and sent them to Calvin 
shortly before he died. | will reproduce them here for 
the first time. All that has been redacted in the address- 
es on the letters. 


The first is dated October 16th 1973 and is from Mr and 
Mrs Tomasseti. It apologises for people laughing at a 
news report on TV. See image on right of page. 


The next letter is dated August 8th 1974 and is written 
by 19-year-old Karen Loeffler. Despite Calvin suffering 
from the trauma of his encounter this letter points out 
that to go through such a thing is really positive. 
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Whether you agree with that or not l'm not sure but I 
can see what Ms. Loeffler was getting at. 
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The next letter has no date on it but the envelop it 
came in looks like it has a date stamp on it of 1973 and 
is written by 9-year-old Mark Larsen. The letter is asking 
for more information from Calvin. There are a lot of 
letters like this in the material sent to me by Ms.

Well, | am pleased to report that our Bonnybridge UFO 
Sky Watch on the 6th of September 2023 proved a great 
success. 


The day started off with a visit to my home in Sauchie 
Clackmannanshire by Talk T.V. who interviewed me 
about the UFO sightings above and around the small 
Scottish town of Bonnybridge in Stirlingshire Scotland. 


Once the interview was completed, it was time to head 
off to the town of Bonnybridge itself where our planned 
sky watch was due to take place.

The Sky Watch

watchers where we would be heading for and asked us 
all to ensure that our cars stayed in convoy for the 10 
minute journey which would take us up beyond High 
Bonnybridge to where the sky watch would take place. 
The area for the sky watch was on farmland owned by 
Councillor Buchanan's brother. Soon the 15 plus cars 
were all pulling out of the car park outside Scot Mid on 
Bonnybridge High Street. 


Upon arriving at the sky watch location, we were met by 
the ever friendly and jovial Billy Buchanan who directed 
the cars up onto the grass verge. Upon alighting the 
cars, we then made our way to the sky watch location 
which was just off the road.

Once we had all assembled at the sky watch site. | gave 
а short speech (Yes, | can do short speeches, a rarity | 
admit, but they do come out once in a while lol) where | 
spoke about why we hold these sky watches and further 
stated that if anyone had had their own UFO experi- 
ence, to get it off the their chest and speak to Talk T.V. 
who had travelled up from London to film this

All I can attribute it to, is to liken it to a 
massive dark piece of cloth of which someone had 
sprinkled lots of glitter over. Simply stunning. And what 
with no town or city light pollution, well it just gave one 
the perfect conditions. 


So, did we see anything unusual | hear you ask? Well, 
some people saw what initially looked like a satellite 
cross the sky, but it did so erratically and quickly disap- 
peared. If this was a satellite, it should have been seen 
for longer than the 10 seconds or so that it was viewed 


for. Other than that, sadly nothing more was reported 
(unless someone is keeping quiet!) Being early Septem- 
ber, the night was surprisingly cool but it was those 
pesky Scottish midges that took great pleasure in 
feasting upon us poor sky watchers. | knew they were 
Scottish midges, as it was their wee tartan waistcoats 
that gave them away.

This sky watch also provided an opportunity for like 
minded souls to share their own UFO stories and | could 
hear a good few being spoken about. Which brings me 
to my shock of the evening. 


Now most of you know that | wrote a book about the 
Dechmont Woods UFO encounter, where forestry work- 
er Robert Taylor encountered a large domed shaped 
object in woods near Livingston Central Scotland. Well, 
a gentleman approached me and introduced himself as 
a councillor from Bathgate, and what he had to tell me 
just blew me away. 


He stated that when he was a young boy in 1979, he 
and a friend and gone up to Dechmont Woods the day 
or so after Robert's UFO encounter. Upon entering the 
clearing in the woods where the incident occurred, they 
were met by three Military soldiers wearing (as he can 
recall) green tunics and a cap on their heads.

Two alleged 'Alien Specimens' were unveiled to the 
Mexican Congress, on Wednesday 13 September 
2023. The two small alleged alien corpses were said 
to have been recovered from Peru in an area close to 
or directly associated with the Nazca lines or the city 
of Cusco, and then transported to Mexico City. Jour- 
nalist and ufologist Jaime Maussan testified under 
oath that the remains were not of "our terrestrial 
evolution." He asserted that the mummified being's 
body also carried at least one third of "unknown" 
DNA, within it. 


The event which was organized by deputy Sergio 
Gutiérrez Luna, had US officials in attendance during 
the hearing as Maussan showed the Mexican Con- 
gress the findings. He also provided the politicians 
with video footage of "UFOs and unidentified anoma- 
lous phenomena." Various photos of x-rays which 
were said to show one of the potentially otherworldly 
bodies carrying "eggs inside." Maussan also asserted 
that both mummified remains are said to have 
"implants made of very rare metals, such as Osmium." 


Maussan spoke about the alleged extraterrestrial spe- 
cies, doubling down on his assertion that his findings are 
not from our Earth. He also alleged that alien remains 
were studied at the Autonomous National University of 
Mexico (UNAM). “These specimen are not part of our 
terrestrial evolution," he explained during the hearing. 
"These aren't beings that were found after a UFO wreck- 
age (a crash). They were found in diatom (algae) mines, 
and were later fossilized." 


Maussan has a history of association with outlandish 
claims which later proved to be less savoury then ex- 
pected. 


The Roswell Slides Hoax 


The "Roswell Slides" are images that a group of UFO 
promoters — including Anthony Bragalia, Jaime Maussan, 
Adam Dew, Donald Schmitt, Tom Carey, and Richard 
Dolan - put forward at an event held on May 5, 2015, 
once again in Mexico City, as proof positive of an extra- 
terrestrial crash at Roswell, New Mexico, in 1947 and 
the recovery and cover-up by the US government of al- 
ien bodies. 


They repeatedly claimed 
that the best experts they 

Î could find were examining 
the slides, and that they 
had determined the slides 
showed a creature that was 
of unearthly origin. 


Nothing could be further 
from the truth. Many skep- 
tics had been saying such

procured as a screen capture from a promotional video 
released by (Adam) Dew, the figure photographed and 
shown in the slides is almost certainly a mummified 
body. Which after analysis it proved to be. 


The figure in the image, on the previous page, proved to 
be that of a long dead native Indian child aged about 2 
years, which had mummified. 


But the claims of alien life, were left in tatters after An- 
thony Braglia, a "principal investigator" who analysed 
them, issued a global public apology. 


Braglia explained: "Several days ago a group of skeptical 
researchers applied a program called "SmartDeBlur" to 
the placard found juxtaposed near the being pictured in 
the slides from 1947, thought to be of an extraterrestrial 
creature found crashed at Roswell. This author (Braglia) 
championed the slides as those of an alien and this au- 
thor was wrong. 


The group of skeptical researchers interpreted the plac- 
ard, in the image, as reading "Mummified Body of Two 
Year Old Boy.

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К does make one ask, was any due diligence done by 
the so called world famous 'experts' before they went 
public with such a claim. 


According to an article on ufochronicles.com penned by 
Kevin Randle, and | believed published around Wednes- 
day, August 17, 2016, in which it was mentioned in/on 
Tim Printy's SUNlite; that Jaime Maussan had paid To- 
ny Bragalia five thousand dollars for finding another 
picture of the mummy displayed in the so-called Ro- 
swell Slides. This suggested a couple of things to Kevin 
Randle.

A single observation lets us disregard any possibility 
that the mummy is an "unknown species" or "extra ter- 
restrial," because if this was either it must have worn 
leg-braces. And, it's just highly doubtful a visitor from 
another time or space would wear leg callipers! 


What on earth am | taking about? 


Looking closely at the big toe on the mummies foot. 
Mike West the administrator of metabunk.org pointed 
out this at the time "There's a matching Medial Cunei- 
form that normally support the Metatarsal of the big 
toe. However this is missing, and we have what looks 
like the three middle toes, but on a bone structure that 
normally supports five toes." The universal Laws of 
Gravitation dictate that if this creature ever actually 
walked, we would see highly-obvious signs of compen- 
satory damage on the joints of the other leg, and we do 
not. 


This toe miss-match suggests at least two people 
worked on preparing the mummy, one on each foot, 
apparently failing to communicate their starting posi- 
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tions! This really is such a perfect example of human- 
error messing up an otherwise great design! 


Considering this big-toe anomaly coupled with the 
questionable nature of the discovery team, it is highly 
likely that this entire discovery was indeed a modern 
day hoax. Further to this, the mummies were supposed- 
ly discovered in 2015 by tomb robbers working in 

the Nazca region, an area where the ancient Nazca cul- 
ture flourished. 


The mummies come from "a group of 'huaqueros,' or 
archaeological treasure hunters, from the city of Palpa," 
said Thierry Jamin, president of the Inkari-Cusco insti- 
tute. Jamin is involved with research on the mummies 
and refers to the head of this looting group as Mario. 
Perhaps a name not to dissimilar to Maria? 


"Mario is a treasure hunter. He is a delinquent, who is 
well known to the police services of the Nazca region. It 
[his group] haved looted archaeological sites on the Pe- 
ruvian coast for more than 20 years. And justice does 
not do much to stop him," Jamin said, claiming that he 
informed Peru's Ministry of Culture about Mario's activ- 
ities, but has not heard back from the ministry. Officials 
from the Ministry of Culture did not return requests for 
comment, at the time. 


Why did Maussan pay Braglia $5000 dollars? Is this the 
money Braglia sent to the Indian organisations in the 
South-west US states?

He added that the laboratory tests have shown that 
“there is no evidence of any assembly or manipulation of 
the skulls” and they were not assembled.

SETI Update — Search for Extra-Terrestrial Artifacts (SETA) 
Scientists’ Proposals to Search for Alien Artifacts in our Solar System

“Shooting space garbage is no test of a warrior’s mettle.” 
Captain Klaa, 2287 (Star Trek V: The Final Frontier) 


Hi Folks, 


The above quote is from a scene in the film Star Trek V, 
in which an alien warrior (the Klingon, Captain Klaa) in 
the future discovers some old alien junk and shoots it 
into smithereens. The piece of junk in this fictionalised 
account is Pioneer 10, a spacecraft that the US actually 
sent into space in 1972 опа mission to Jupiter, and then 
to boldly go out of the solar system. We lost communi- 
cation with Pioneer 10 in 2003. The scenario is quite fea- 
sible - if our galaxy is teeming with alien life then Pioneer 
10 may be discovered at some point in the future — this is 
what the mission planners were anticipating as the craft 
is carrying a metal plate with a message for potential

extra-terrestrial intelligent aliens to find and interpret. 


The scene is impactive and makes one think — if ad- 
vanced aliens are traversing the galaxy and visiting Earth 
as potentially evidenced by UAP sightings throughout the 
ages, could they have left junk in our solar system, or 
could alien junk be simply passing through our solar sys- 
tem? 


Stanley Kubrick’s 2001, A Space Odyssey, explores a simi- 
lar theme but from a different perspective in which an 
alien structure was left millions of years ago just below 
the surface of the moon waiting to be discovered by a 
then-future intelligent species from Earth. 


These films came to mind when | read a just-published 
scientific paper exploring these same themes. 


Nugent 


A group of 16 scientists met at the First Penn State SETI 
Symposium and co-authored the discussion paper ex- 
ploring the numerous opportunities available in current 
and future space exploration programs to search for evi- 
dence of alien artifacts (or techno-signatures) drifting 
through our solar system. 


| have reviewed the paper and summarised the highlights 
below. As you will discover, this group does not hold 
back on their ambitions, yet they are all pragmatic, prac- 
tical and seemingly achievable. Many of their ideas have 
been proposed in past decades as theoretical and fanci- 
ful SETI projects for future consideration, but this new 
generation of scientists are arguing that the then future 
is now the present and we are in a position to be able to 
piggy back existing missions to seriously search for evi- 
dence of past or present alien activity in our solar sys- 
tem. 


The scientists include luminaries from John Hopkins Uni- 
versity, Jet Propulsion Laboratory, SETI Institute, Blue 
Marble Space Institute of Science, University of Califor- 
nia, NASA, to name just a few. Two names amongst the 
16 scientists immediately caught my eye: Jacob Haqq- 
Misra and Ravi K Kopparapu are two SETI scientists that 
have regularly featured in recent issues of OLM magazine 
because of their ongoing campaign to seek funding for a 
serious, independent scientific study of the UAP phe- 
nomenon in our skies. [See end of article for full list of 
report authors. ] 


The paper is a serious proposal as the ideas they propose 
can be achieved at negligible additional cost. 


The search for extra-terrestrial techno-signatures over 
the last 60+ years under the banner of SETI (Search for 
Extra-Terrestrial Intelligence) have focussed on three 
areas. The most famous and common method is the 
search for signals at radio and optical wavelengths from 
intelligent life on planets orbiting stars. A less known 
(until featured in the last edition of OLM magazine!!) but 
long-established proposal is the search for artificial 
megastructures built around stars. The third proposal 
that this paper addresses is the search for extra- 
terrestrial artifacts — or SETA — present in our solar sys- 
tem. 


There have been previous searches for techno-signatures 
in our solar system, such as searching for artifacts on the 
moon, and the ongoing astronomical examination of 
Oumuamua that was first discovered on its journey out 
of our solar system in 2017 having already entered and 
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orbited the Sun before heading back out. However, oth- 
er than these and a couple of other examples there has 
been little effort put into the search for alien artifacts in 
our solar system. 


Haqq-Misra, Kopparapu, and co, note that SETA “is an 
exploration of nearby places through deep time". By 
that they mean that they want to search for artifacts 
that may have been here for millions of years, so cover- 
ing the possibility of alien visits to our solar system 
throughout its history. The aim being to search and 
identify potential objects and then send probes to in- 
vestigate them. They argue that SETA could contribute 
to planetary defence, as alien technology could pose 
unanticipated contamination threats from microbial life 
that could impact life on Earth. 


The report identifies three categorises of alien technol- 
ogies that could be present in our solar system: 


Non-terrestrial artifacts 
Evidence of Industrial Activities 
Effects of Interstellar Travel 


Non-terrestrial artifacts 


These include: 


Surface (including sub-surface) artifacts that could be 


detected using space orbiters, planetary/moon rovers 
or probes from Earth as part of existing or planned mis- 
sions to explore particular planetary bodies. Any alien 
artifacts may still be operational or could be a historic 
relic from past alien activity. For example, since 2009 
the Lunar Reconnaissance Orbiter (LRO) has been or- 
biting the Moon taking over 2 million images in fine de- 
tail — very few of which have been analysed. At mini- 
mum cost an artificial intelligence system could be de- 
veloped to examine these images to search for alien 
artifacts. Another example is China's Chang'e 3 lunar 
rover that landed on the Moon and started roving in 
December 2013 with ground-penetrating radar that 
could have identified potential sub-surface artifacts. 
The authors suggest that future solar system explora- 
tions could easily include the search for surface artifacts 


The Lunar Reconveyance Orbiter 
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by including a radar imaging capability. 


A limitation on discovering artifacts from millions of 
years ago including environmental resurfacing activity 
(such as wind or meteor impact), or corrosion in highly 
acidic environments. 


Historical or currently active probes (often referred to 
as "Lurkers") in the solar system could be orbiting 


round any of the planetary bodies, but for particular 
study would be the Lagrange Points* and the so-called 
privileged orbits around the Earth — these include the 
horseshoe and tadpole orbits - objects caught in these 
orbits approach Earth very closely annually and are as- 
sumed to be natural in origin, such as asteroids. Objects 
caught in these orbits can remain stable in orbit for long 
periods of time. 


[* Lagrange Points are “positions in space where the 

gravitational forces of a two-body system like the Sun 
and Earth produce enhanced regions of attraction and 
repulsion. These can be used by spacecraft as "parking 
spots" in space to remain in a fixed position with mini- 
mal fuel consumption." - NASA, solarsystem.nasa.gov] 


Alien probes could have entered our solar system a long 
time ago when early life was detected and remain inac- 
tive until alerted by a signal from Earth indicating tech- 
nological advancement. Advanced artificial intelligence 
systems on the probe could allow real time communica- 
tion with us independent of the home ET planet, thus 
overcoming the communications issues of being many 
light years away. 


Radar systems are already being used to study planets 
and asteroids in our solar system, it would be a small 
adjustment with minimal cost to include the search for 
Lurkers. The pinging of an alien probe by radar may be 
enough to wake it up. 


Globally there are Deep Space Network antennas look- 
ing at near-Earth objects, radars could provide high res- 
olution imaging to identify Lurkers and their dimensions 
and surface features. 


The paper also discusses other 
search methods to help identify 
Lurkers, including observations at 
optical, infrared, and radio wave- 
lengths. 


Interstellar Artifacts could include 
alien exploratory spacecraft, or 
technological debris or waste 
drifting through interstellar space. 
The study of Oumuamua gives 
scientists the opportunity to learn 
how best to investigate transient 
phenomena passing through our 
solar system, leading to methodol- 
ogies to identify and study inter- 
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stellar artifacts. Project Lyra is looking at the feasibility 
to send a mission to study Oumuamua up close, and in 
2029 there is the planned launch of the Comet Intercep- 
tor that will be positioned at a Lagrange Point* (see 
above) on standby to intercept long period comets. 
Could this mission also include in its planning the ability 
to respond at short notice to study interstellar artifacts? 


Also, there are numerous radio observatories and inter- 
ferometers** that detect out own interstellar craft with 
high precision, these could easily be utilised to assist 
imaging other interstellar activity. 


[** "Interferometers are investigative tools used in 
many fields of science and engineering. They are called 
interferometers because they work by merging two or 
more sources of light to create an interference pattern, 
which can be measured and analysed; hence 'Interfere-o 
-meter', or interferometer." - www.ligo.caltech.edu] 


Evidence of Industrial Activities 
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This could include evidence of mining asteroids or plan- 
ets, waste energy as а result of industrial processes, an- 
cient traces within rocks of unexplainable technology. 


The asteroid belt could be useful to alien technology as a 
source of raw materials. The group suggest searching for 
anomalous infrared excesses originating from manufac- 
turing processes, or simply visually search for extra- 
terrestrial mining environmental signs with orbiters, rov- 
ers, and probes on planned missions, and by using 
ground-based and space telescopes. 


Industrial waste left behind on asteroids or planets could 
be detected by the above methods. Radioactive fuel, or 
other nuclear waste, could be detected by expected 
gamma ray emissions for such material. 


There are technical activities on Earth that will leave a 
lasting record of human technology following human 
extinction. For example, concrete will be an identifiable 
geological signature for a long time in the future. Geo- 
logical studies on other planetary bodies in our 
solar system could identify similar geochemical 
anomalies indicating a past alien presence. 


Effects of Interstellar Travel 


These could include detectable techno- 
signatures as a result of interstellar drive, laser 
propulsion, gravitational anomalies, and atmos- 
pheric re-entry/impact. 


Interstellar drive plumes may result in X-ray 
flashes, or thermal radiation peaks that are de- 


tectable. Laser propulsion could emit detectable 
laser pulses, extremely bright light beams could 
be detected in current SETI searches, and detect- 
able microwave frequencies can be used for 


Wave-Length Array Telescope 


power beams. Laser pulses in the direction of our solar 
system could be evidence of propulsion or communica- 
tion. 


Gravitational anomalies on planetary objects created by 
large alien spacecraft may be detectable by "looking for 
solar gravitational lens anomalies around the solar focal 
point". Don't worry, | don't understand what that means 
either, but that doesn't matter, these young scientists 
clearly do, and the way the report is written it is clear that 
their ideas and proposals seem well within current tech- 
nical capabilities at relatively little cost (relative to the 
overall cost of the missions that is). 


And finally, high resolution cameras — or "imagers" — in 
orbit around planets/moons could detect anomalous 
transient phenomena within a planet's atmosphere or on 
the surface as a sign of alien spacecraft entering a 
planet's atmosphere or its impact on the surface. The re- 
port likens atmospheric re-entry of alien spacecraft to 
meteors entering Earth's atmosphere, which produce ra- 
dio emissions for a period of time after the momentary 
visual sighting of meteor entry which as all know you can 
miss if you blink at the wrong time. 


These low frequency meteor radio signs have been de- 
tected by the Long Wavelength Array telescope (in New 
Mexico). The paper suggests searching in the archive data 
from the Cassini/Huygens mission (Saturn and its satel- 
lites) and the Juno mission (Jupiter) for these techno- 
signatures, as well as considering it in the Uranus orbiter 
and probe mission planned for 2044. 


As | mentioned at the beginning, the above are just a 
summary of the highlights of the report. | am particularly 
impressed with some of the low-cost projects, such as 
visually searching the many LRO images of the moon for 
alien artifacts — it seems so obvious you wonder why it 
has not been done before. The answer is probably be- 
cause exploratory science has limited budgets with big 
ambitions such that 
potential quick hits 
such as this don't 
even get thought 
about never mind 
being considered. 
Well, these fresh 
new scientists re- 
placing the old guard 
with their open 
minds are now ask- 
ing these straight 
forward questions. 


This work runs paral- 
lel with the current 
NASA project dis- 
cussed in the last 
OLM Magazine of 


the project team set up to examine ways of analysing the 
many petabytes of data accumulated by NASA over the 
decades for evidence of UAP activity. Similarly, we have 
the current SETI project that is searching existing data- 
bases for signs of alien mega-structures (also covered in 
the last OLM). Computer data analysis techniques are 
now very advanced that it is possible to use artificial intel- 
ligence (Al) to search for and highlight anomalies for fur- 
ther study. 


These are exciting times, and it is refreshing to see the 
next generation of scientists approach the subject of po- 
tential past or present alien activity in our space neigh- 
bourhood with a natural inquisitiveness. The second First 
Penn State SETI Symposium will be held at Penn State 
University, The Penn Stater Conference Center, State Col- 
lege, PA, 18-23 June 2023.

"Two decades after the area was 
gripped by reports of a big black 
cat roaming nearby woods and 
fields, there's been a new report of 
large wild cat seen in East Suffolk. 


But while the earlier reports were 
of a black panther-like creature 
nicknamed Claws, this time there 
is a claim that a lynx has been seen 
in Kirton near Felixstowe. 


The creature was spotted by sci- 
ence teacher Nick Charles who was 
house hunting in the village with 
his wife and young child. He said: 


"We were looking over the cottage and | looked out of 
the kitchen window into the garden and saw it. 


"It was quite big - but it moved like a cat, it was nothing 
like a dog. | called my wife and she saw it as well." 


Mr Charles and his family are moving to the area from 
London and he said that as well as being a science 
teacher he had a keen interest in wildlife and conserva- 
tion and was fairly confident about what he had seen. 


He said there was some evidence of feathers in the gar- 
den - but they could have been there some time and 
could have been the victim of a fox or bird of prey. 


However within the village itself, there was scepticism 
about the claims. 


One resident, who did not want to be named, said: 
"Believe me, if anyone had seen anything like this it 
would have been all around the village, and this is the 
first | have heard of it." 


Local parish councillor Julie Durrant is an animal-lover 
and shared the scepticism: "| haven't heard anything like 
this and if there was something out there I'm sure we 
would know about it. 


"I'd want to try to find it to report it to the RSPCA to en-

sure it was safe." 


Eurasian Lynx live across the two continents from Scan- 
dinavian forests through to isolated areas in the Asian 
far east. 


They are believed to have become extinct in the British 
isles about 1,300 years ago - although there have been 
proposals to reintroduce them in remote areas of north- 
ern Scotland. 


The WildEast group has also suggested that in the very 
long term they could be reintroduced to parts of East

Anglia - but at present there is probably not enough wild 
space for them to thrive. 


The medium-sized big cats prey on small deer, rabbits, 
birds, and foxes - almost exclusively in forests and are 
very difficult to see. 


There are none in East Anglia's zoos - the nearest on 
show is believed to be at Whipsnade Zoo on the Dunsta- 
ble Downs." 


The Northern Echo website reported on every sighting 
of Big Cats on 26th August. 
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"Big cats roaming the open countryside has long become 
a myth, both across the North East and the wider UK. 


However, over the last decade and beyond, 'sightings' of 
panthers, pumas and cougars have been reported to the 
police. 


In the last ten years, there has been a phenomenon 
known as the 'Durham Puma', with numerous sightings 
of the big cat being reported on by The Northern Echo. 


Alongside the Durham Puma, there have been sightings 
in Cumbria, Stockton, the Durham Dales, and Spen- 
nymoor. 


While these 'big cats' haven't been spotted for some 
time, The Northern Echo has pieced together some of 
the 'sightings' over the years. 


June 26, 2015 - the A66, near Darlington 


Hazell Lund, from Stockton, is convinced she saw a large 
black cat on Sunday (June 22), 2015, when she was trav- 
elling along the A66 at about 11.30am. 


Unfortunately, Ms Lund did not have time to retrieve her 
phone from her bag to take a photograph of the crea- 
ture before it darted out of view. 


Jan Steel, who lives near Bishop Auckland, said she 
thought she was going "crackers" when she saw a huge 
creature in 2015. 


"| have two English Bull Mastiffs and they were going 
absolutely crackers at about 10.20pm on Tuesday night 
solputthe light on and I literally caught a glimpse of the 
back end of it,” she said at the time to The Northern 
Echo. 


"|t was about the size of my smaller mastiff, brownish 
black in colour, and went straight over the gate, which 
even my big mastiff, who is very athletic, can't get over." 


May 20, 2016 - a farm near Spennymoor 


A farmer who discovered the half-eaten carcass of a 
newborn calf in his field is convinced the killing was the 
work of a big cat, such as the suspected Durham Puma in 
May 2016. 


When Brett Forrest checked the livestock at his family's 
farm near Spennymoor, County Durham, he noticed one 
of his Salers cows had given birth but the calf was mo- 
tionless on the ground. 


He described what he then saw as 'like a scene from the 
Serengeti'. 


Mr Forrest said at the time: "At first | thought it had 
been stillborn but | got close and saw it had been com- 
pletely obliterated. 


Reports to the police from Stanley, Darlington, Tees 
dale and Maiden Law 


More than 30 big cat sightings were reported to police in 
County Durham between 2000 and 2011. 


The large felines, often likened to pumas, panthers or 
jaguars, were spotted around the county, 

from Stanley and Chester-le-Street to Darlington and 
Teasdale. 


A Freedom of Information request to Durham Constabu- 
lary in 2011 revealed 33 sightings had been reported to 
police since the beginning of 2000, although several 
were categorised as hoax calls. 


In September 2002 police went to Maiden Law near 
Durham where they found a disembowelled horse, with 
the owner fearing it had been attacked by a large cat. 


On October 4, 2010, officers also found a sheep with its 
front legs and half of its neck missing but on neither oc- 
casion did they find evidence to say a large cat was re- 
sponsible. 


In April 2006, a sheep near Durham survived having its 
sides lacerated, large cat-like footprints were found in 
the mud around it. 


Sightings have also been reported 

from Peterlee, Sedgefield, Ebchester, and Crook with 
four sightings made around Bishop Auckland between 
April 2004 and September 2005 and seven around 
Durham City since 2001. 


Meanwhile, in Yorkshire the carcasses of two sheep, 
stripped to the bone, were discovered in a field near Kir- 
by Hill, Richmond, causing speculation that a wild big 
cat, dubbed the Durham Puma, was prowling 

around Weardale and the Yorkshire Dales in 2009. 


East Durham woodlands, 2005 


The creature - believed to be the legendary Durham pu- 
ma - were reported prowling a remote area of east 
Durham. 
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Police took the sightings seriously because they coincid- 
ed with the mysterious death of a deer. 


Stanley greengrocer Joe Quinn, 50, said at the time he 
saw the creature near Northumbria Riding School, past 
the Jolly Drover roundabout, on the Consett to Stanley 
road. 


Cumbria, 2012 


In 2012, a mysterious big cat was spotted roaming wild 
for the second time in one week. 


Jeni Banks was driving home when she spotted the large 
panther-like creature amble across the road in front of 
her. 


Jeni had been travelling along the Eastern Way in Car- 
lisle on her way to Wetheral, Cumbria, when all of a sud- 


den the big cat appeared. 


North Yorkshire, 2006 


Sightings of a mysterious big cat wandering the country- 
side of North Yorkshire caused the farming community 
concern in 2006. Farmers were put on alert and the 
countryside around Tadcaster was searched after a 
number of sightings of the animal. 


Ruth Warren, from Tockwith, said at the time that she 
saw a panther-like creature twice while out walking her 
dog. She said: "It was absolutely beautiful, very graceful 
with a long body. I couldn't believe my eyes. 


"| didn't report it because I thought nobody was going to 
believe me." 


The tabloid publication The Daily Mirror featured the 
following article. 


Proof leopards are roaming UK as big cat experts make 
'phenomenal' discovery 


Specialist tracker Rhoda Watkins has been investigating 
the existence of big cats in the UK for two decades, and 
has seen plenty of evidence out in the field - from leop- 
ard footprints to bones hacked by puma teeth. 


But up until now, there was no DNA evidence of big cats 
roaming the British countryside - that was until Rhoda's 
team recently found irrefutable evidence of a leopard in 
the countryside near Gloucestershire. 


"I've been investigating sightings for 20 years now and 
there's been a lot of trackers before me. | have seen 
plenty of evidence out in the field. But this DNA find ab- 
solutely, conclusively proves it. It's what we've been 
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looking for," Rhoda told the Mirror of the leopard hair 
they found stuck on a farmer's fence. 


The farmer led the team in the right direction after re- 
porting a spate of mysterious sheep maulings. "One of 
the team members found the DNA evidence. A farmer 
had a couple of sheep killed and we were called to inves- 
tigate," Rhoda explained. "Carl Marshall took on the role 
of tracker and found a hair on the fence. It turned out to 
be a leopard, which is just phenomenal." 


Is the proof finally out there? 


21 September the Grantham Journal posted the follow- 
ing: 


"A woman believes she saw a "large black cat" earlier 
this morning (Thursday). While walking her dogs, Kate 
Dillon claims the "rather large black cat" ran in front of 
her, while she was walking in the vicinity of Woodland 
Waters, in Ancaster. In a village Facebook post she said: 
"|t's far too big to be a pet cat! 


"The cat had a long tail that nearly touched the floor and 
more pointy ears. 


"|t definitely ran like a wild cat compared to a pet cat. Jet 
black in colour." 


Kate also said that a few weeks ago another man told 
her that he had spotted a "big black cat running down 
through the corn". 


Others took to the comments on the Facebook post to 
say her sighting could have been a Maine Coon cat. 


Alex Bee commented: "Sounds like a Maine Coon! 


"Pointy ears and low slung tail? The missing one is dark 
tabby but would look black if wet?" 


Rosie Alexandra shared that there was a sighting in Bark- 
ston Heath around 10 to 15 years ago. 


She commented: "It was described as a large black cat 
that leapt over the hedge, unsure on height of hedge to 
determine size of the animal. 


"There have also been sightings close to Fulbeck too 
over the years."

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New Study Finds 
Alien Life May Not Be Carbon Based 
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Life requires repetition of chemical reactions. Describ- 
ing the kinds of reactions and conditions required for 
self-sustaining repetition — called autocatalysis — 
could focus the search for life on other planets. 


Self-sustaining chemical reactions that could support 
biology radically different from life as we know it might 
exist on many different planets using a variety of ele- 
ments beyond the carbon upon which Earth's life is 
based, a new study finds. 


On Earth, life is based on organic compounds. These 
molecules are composed of carbon and often include 
other elements such as hydrogen, oxygen, nitrogen, 

phosphorus and Sulfur. 


However, scientists have long wondered if alien 

life might evolve based on significantly different chemis- 
try. For example, researchers have long speculated that 
silicon might also serve as a backbone for biology. 


"It's important to explore these possibilities so that we 
have an idea of what all forms of life can look like, not 
just Earth life," study senior author Betül Касаг, an astro- 
biologist, bacteriologist and evolutionary biologist at the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison, recently told 
Space.com. 
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A kind of chemical interaction that is key to life on Earth 
is known as autocatalysis. Autocatalytic reactions are 
self-sustaining — they can produce molecules that en- 
courage the same reaction to happen again. Envision a 
growing population of rabbits. Pairs of rabbits come to- 
gether, produce litters of new rabbits, and then the new 
rabbits grow up to pair off and make even more rabbits. 
It doesn't take many rabbits to soon have a lot more 
rabbits. 


"One of the major reasons that origin-of-life researchers 
care about autocatalysis is because reproduction — a 
key feature of life — is an example of autocatalysis," Ka- 
car said. "Life catalyzes the formation of more life. One 
cell produces two cells, which can become four and so 
on. As the number of cells multiply, the number and di- 
versity of possible interactions multiplies accordingly." 


In the new study, researchers searched for autocatalysis 
beyond organic compounds. They reasoned that autoca- 
talysis could help drive abiogenesis — the origin of 

life from lifelessness. 


The scientists focused on what are called compropor- 
tionation cycles, which can generate multiple copies of a 
molecule. These products can be used as starting mate- 
rials to help these cycles happen again, resulting in auto- 


53 


catalysis. 


"Comproportionation is arguably unique because it is a 
single reaction that produces multiples of an output — it 
looks a lot like reproduction," study lead author Zhen 
Peng, an evolutionary biologist at the University of Wis- 
consin-Madison, told Space.com. 


To find these reactions, the scientists analyzed more 
than two centuries of digitized scientific documents 
written in many different languages. "With effective lan- 
guage search and translation tools, we were able to de- 
sign and conduct this first-of-its-kind assessment of the 
pervasiveness of autocatalytic cycles," study co-author 
Zach Adam, a geologist at the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison, told Space.com. 


Ultimately, the researchers discovered 270 different 
cycles of autocatalytic reactions. "Autocatalysis may not 
be that rare, but instead it might be a general feature of 
many different environments, even those that are really 
different from Earth," Kacar said. 


Most of the 270 cycles did not employ organic com- 
pounds. Some centered around elements that are ab- 
sent or exceedingly rare in life on Earth, such as mercu- 
ry, or the radioactive metal thorium. A number of cycles 
likely only happen under extremely high or low temper- 
atures or pressures. 


The researchers even discovered four autocatalytic cy- 
cles involving noble gases, which only rarely if ever 
chemically react with other elements. If even a relatively 
inert gas such as xenon could take part in autocatalysis, 
"there is good reason to guess that autocatalysis occurs 
more easily in other elements," Peng said. 


Only eight of these cycles were 
relatively complex ones made 
up of four or more reactions. 
Most of the 270 cycles were 
simple, each consisting of just 
two reactions. 


"It was thought that these sorts 
of reactions are very rare," Ka- 
car said in a statement. "We are 
showing that it's actually far 
from rare. You just need to look 
in the right place." 


The researchers noted that it's 
possible to combine multiple 
cycles together, even when they 
are very different from each 
other. This could lead to self- 
sustaining chemical reactions 
that generate a diverse range of molecules to produce a 
great deal of complexity. 


"With so many basic recipes for autocatalysis on hand to 
draw from, a focus of research can now shift to under- 
standing how autocatalysis, through comproportiona- 
tion, may have more pronounced effects in shaping the 
chemistry of a planet," Kaçar said. 


The scientists hope that future research can experimen- 
tally test this new cookbook they have created. 


"The cycles presented here are an array of basic recipes 
that can be mixed and matched in ways that haven't 
been tried before on our planet," Peng said. "They might 
lead to the discovery of completely new examples of 
complex chemistry that work in conditions where car- 
bon- or even silicon-based cycles are too either com- 
busted or frozen out." 


It remains uncertain how plausible these cycles are, the 
researchers cautioned. "It is not guaranteed that all the 
examples we collated can be run in a lab or be found on 
other astronomical objects," Peng said. 


In addition to the implications this work might have for 
the search for life in the universe and understanding the 
origins of life, this research may have practical applica- 
tions, such as "optimizing chemical synthesis and mak- 
ing efficient use of resources and energy," Adam said. 
"Another is for using chemical compounds for inter- 
esting tasks such as chemical computation." 


The scientists detailed their findings Sept. 18 in the Jour- 
nal of the American Chemical Society.

“At first, we simply shrugged it all off, thinking perhaps it 
was scuba divers doing a nighttime dive.

Another Witness Interview

Shortly after our new book 'BEYOND REASONABLE 
DOUBT - The Pascagoula Alien Abduction’ was pub- 
lished there were a small number of people on social 
media who made brief comments that they too had 
seen the UFO or the ‘lights’ that night of October 11" 
1973, the night of the abduction of Charles Hickson and 
Calvin Parker and Mr. Jerry and Mrs. Maria Blair. The 
full story of the abductions is featured in our book. One 
of those individuals that made a brief comment was 
‘Mr. E’ (full name on file). This gentleman was inter- 
viewed on the phone by Dr Irena Scott on September 
19" (2023). 


Mr. E didn’t want his name to be used, but he said it 
was all right to use his description. | didn’t get a good 
recording because the sound volume was low. | asked if 
| could call him back so | could try to adjust the sound, 
but he didn’t want me to. 


This was on the same night as the reported abduction 
(Parker & Hickson). He was on Route 90. It was sunset 
around 7-9 pm. He was headed west and had just driv- 
en over the Pascagoula Bridge. He saw something rise 
up and then fly away to the southwest or west. It rose 
from the area between the marsh and the shipyard. It 
had been super low almost on the ground. It was near 
the Litten area, which was on the west side of the Pas- 
cagoula River. 


He watched the object for around 30 seconds. Some- 
one was with him, but he didn’t recall whom. The ob- 
ject appeared to rise up and then fly away. He said it 


was after sunset and the object didn’t leave a 
trail as a rocket might do at sunset. He didn’t 
think it was a rocket launch, but just lights. The 
object was somewhat bright, but not very bright. 
He didn’t recall the color. 


He said that he didn’t believe in aliens and that 
sort of thing and he thought the lights that he 
saw were government activity. He added that 
Ingalls had a huge government presence there, had a 
submarine base, and the whole area was controlled by 
the government. There was nuclear submarine and 
shipbuilding in the area. He used to work for Ingalls but 
moved to California many years ago. He was around 23 
when this happened and didn't remember it very well. 


Additional information: 


The Litton facility in Pascagoula, Mississippi was located 
on the west bank of the Pascagoula River. The facility 
was built in 1968 and was called the "shipyard of the 
future" by Litton. The facility faced Ingalls' original facil- 
ity in Pascagoula. 


The Ingalls Shipyard was established in 1938 and is still 
in operation today. The shipyard is located on 800 acres 
and employs nearly 11,000 people. It is the largest 
manufacturing employer in Mississippi. 


Ingalls Shipbuilding Corporation, located on the East 
Bank of the Pascagoula River, was founded in 1938 by 
Birmingham, AL resident Robert Ingersoll Ingalls, Sr. 
Ingalls produced eight all-purpose ships for World War 
|. The facility is still used for building ships today. 


It would seem that this witness may well have observed 
what many others did that night but it was interesting 
that he thought it was the US military that was respon- 
sible. There is of course no evidence to prove this. Mr. 
E asked us not to use his real name so we have happily 
obliged and we thank him for his time. 
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We know that there are other witnesses that saw 
things that night back in October 1973 and we 
would respectfully like to ask them to please contact в 
us, in confidence like Mr. E if required.

But one hour into the flight on approach to the south- 
ern boundary of the NY oceanic airspace at 32,000 feet, 
the pilot "called out a visual on traffic that was exces- 
sively bright and looked like about 80 miles range... and 
then disappeared visually." (See bottom image on this 
page). 


The extraordinary comments shared by Graves state: "I 
never saw the traffic (the unknown) on TCAS (traffic col- 
lision avoidance system). 


"Then a few minutes later | saw two objects round in 
shape, one lighted and one not flying in a formation just 
above the horizon, at a range | guessed of 120-200 NM. 


"The object/s would illuminate to be as bright as a star 
for several seconds, then go dark for a few minutes, 
only to illuminate again. 


"The brightness would vary from bright to very bright to 
dark. The colour of the lighted object was white light."

This allegedly continued for the remaining 
two to two-and-a-half hours of the flight to 
New York in Oceanic airspace. 


The pilot explains how they began record- 
ing the object on their brand new Samsung 
523 smartphone "which has the best cam- 
era on the market for a cell phone". 


The comments continue: "I have a great 
seven-minute video of it appearing and dis- 
appearing while | was talking to other air- 
liners on 123.45 vhf about it. 


"You can hear that conversation in the vid- 
eo! Another airliner approximately 400 NM 
ahead of us at 36,000 feet stated they saw the same 
thing." 


The pilot explains how they also took around 30 photos 
of these objects in "night mode" on their smartphone, 
which "came out really good". 


"In one of them, you can actually see the lighted object 
and the unlit object very clearly as round metallic ob- 
jects. 


"All of the photos were taken with some sort of long 
exposure setting to be able to get as much light as possi- 
ble to the sensor. 


The pilot said the colour of the lighted object was 'white

"You will be able to see in the long exposure photos the 
stars are pins of light but the UFO's are streaks of light 
because they are moving!

Huge UFO bombshell as 'up to 30 non-human craft 
have been recovered after crashes

A writer made the claims citing officials with "high- 
security clearance" who allegedly confirmed multiple 
"non-human" craft have been recovered by the US gov- 
ernment. 


A huge UFO bombshell has shaken the US as top investi- 
gative journalist Michael Shellenberger has reported 
that as many as 30 non-human craft have been recov- 
ered by intel officials. 


The potential UFO bombshell comes amid national and 
global attention on the issue after a Congressional hear- 
ing on UAPs - government-speak for UFOs. 


"Very, very senior people with high-security clearances 
were afraid to talk to me," Shellenberger said on former 
Fox anchor Glenn Beck's YouTube channel. 


He continued: "I believe that if they had talked to me 
[publicly], it could have been very bad for them. They 
were straight up. 


"There's somewhere at least on the north side of a doz- 
en retrieved non-human craft. | have other people that 
say it's up to 30 and that's all since World War 11." 


He noted that there was the potential to "finally get to 
the bottom" of the issue now that there is an interest 
among lawmakers in the US surrounding UFOs. 


The comments come after a former intelligence official 

and US Air Force officer David Grusch told multiple me- 
dia outlets that he had conversations with unnamed US 
officials which led him to believe the government main- 
tained a secret UFO program. 


Grusch went in front of Congress on July 26 2023 and 
claimed that he “was informed in the course of my offi- 
cial duties of a multi-decade UAP crash retrieval and re- 
verse engineering program to which | was denied ac- 
cess", 


He told House members that the US had retrieved "non- 
human" biological material from the crashes. 


However, several experts cast doubt on Grusch's claims 
citing a lack of hard evidence for UFOs. 


"One can state objectively that his claims are two steps 
removed from being Earth-shattering: not only has he 
not shared any verifiable evidence -photographs, arti- 
facts, or any other manner of data - but he also has not 
personally seen or touched any of the objects he refer- 
ences," John Semester of NASA's UAP independent 
study team wrote in Boston University's Alumni maga- 
zine.

Surreal World of Paranormal Warfare (Part 1) 
INTRODUCTION 


In ancient times both church and state regarded magick 
with a mixture of profound suspicion, fear and loathing. 
Those who practised and studied its arcane arts, or 
sought mastery over them, were often put to death in 
the most hideous ways imaginable. Yet nowadays it has 
secretly been turned into an undetectable weapon of 
war, financed by secret and unaccountable ‘black budg- 
ets’ and those who seek the methods to make it work 
have become modern sorcerers. This is the story of 
these men. 


Psychic warfare 


There is no doubt that any given national intelligence 
agency will go to any lengths, both legal and otherwise, 
in its attempts to safeguard the interests of the country 
it protects. This inbuilt rationale has included various 
methods of intelligence gathering ranging from simple 
covert observation to sophisticated electronic eaves- 
dropping and as a last resort the brutal extremes of psy- 
chological and physical torture. The people who admin- 
istrate and staff these organisations likewise come in a 
variety of guises. These include everything from the field 
operators who terminate targets ‘with extreme preju- 
dice’, (paid assassins to the rest of the world), to the 
shadowy, cold eyed, callous mandarins who sit behind 
the scenes. The puppet masters controlling them and 
deliberating upon the arid politics of death. 


Although murder, bribery and coercion may have their 
place in this murky world, there were a few who saw the 
possibility that there might just be a previously untried 
and untested alternative route to success. A method 
which carried a minimum risk of detection coupled to a 
total inability of an enemy to prevent or even resist it. 
This ‘new way’ involved the use of the ‘psychic talents’ 
said to lie dormant in all human beings and created the 
bizarre concept of ‘paranormal warfare’. The potential 
for this novel technique was vast, covering everything 
from basic intelligence gathering to mind control and 
even the terrifying prospect of killing someone by mere- 


ly wishing for it to happen. All of this came at time when 
the Cold War still raged and all sides in the intelligence 
community strove to outdo the efforts of the other and 
anything, however bizarre, was worth trying. 


This was especially true of the Russian KGB and its 
American counterpart the CIA, both of whom collaborat- 
ed closely with their respective armed services in their 
relentless quest for the ultimate weapon. Those who 
became involved in this highly controversial and risky 
branch of warfare immersed themselves in areas that, 
centuries before, would have been condemned and 
branded as black magick, sorcery and witchcraft. How- 
ever, their efforts initially produced few results and cre- 
ated considerable resistance from sceptics on their own 
side. Nevertheless they persisted to the point where 
different covert groups funded by various branches 
within the military were created to study, evaluate and 
assess what could or could not be done. 


One of the men chosen to work in this unlikely field was 
the extremely capable former Special Forces operative, 
Col. John Alexander PhD, who deserves much closer 
attention. This man came to accept that ancient con- 
cepts and experiments, which in any other context 
might be described as magickal, could be harnessed for 
military advantage. It is arguable that this man may have 
even warranted the once feared title of ‘sorcerer’. Alt- 
hough now officially long retired, for many years he was 
and perhaps still is, one of the few who really under- 
stood the Machiavellian arena of plots and counterplots, 
rumours, lies, murder and disinformation that are regu- 
larly employed in the murky world of the intelligence 
services. 


This is not to say that Col Alexander was an armchair 
expert who ran his shadowy empire from an office, far 
from it, Alexander was someone who was quite pre- 
pared to get his hands dirty should the need arise. Of 
course this does not mean that he actually killed any- 
one, but he would certainly be aware of such operations 
and perhaps even authorised them. He was evidently 
extremely talented in the methods of extracting infor- 
mation from frequently unwilling victims and was also a 
keen advocate of what his associates frequently termed 
as 'pseudo-science' and sometimes, out of his hearing, 
simply as ‘bullshit’. In fact he had something of the X’ 
Files’ about him and one can only wonder if the creator 
of that unique programme, Chris Carter, actually based 
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any of his characters on him, for example the enigmatic 
and ruthless 'smoking man', but first we should look a 
little at the background of the man himself. Never forget 
that what follows is taken from formerly classified infor- 
mation; what remains classified and hidden is of much 
more concern. 


Col. John Alexander 


Born in 1937, Alexander enjoyed a normal childhood and 
joined the US Army in 1956 where he embarked on a 
steady and highly successful career progression before 
obtaining the rank of full colonel, a position from which he 
officially retired in 1988. During his time in the army, Alex- 
ander became well qualified in his field and obtained vari- 
ous degrees, including a BSc from the University of Ne- 
braska, an MA from Pepperdine University, and in 1980 he 
attained a PhD for his thesis with the lengthy title of, “То 
determine whether or not significant changes in spirituali- 
ty occur in persons who attended a Kubler-Ross life/death 
transition workshop during the period June through Febru- 
ary 1979’. 


While the title of this paper is obscure, its subject matter 
of ‘life/death transition’ is even more so, but it may shed 
some light on some of the known techniques researched 
by the military. Neither should we forget that Col Alexan- 
der was also one of the senior officers in the US army in- 
telligence community that helped promote the concept of 
an entirely revolutionary form of warfare called the '1st 
Earth Battalion'. 


This unique idea was first proposed by one Lieutenant 
Colonel Jim Channon, who was another of the people try- 
ing to take warfare in another, non-violent direction, de- 
signed to appeal directly to the ‘hearts and minds’ of an 
enemy rather than charging in with all guns blazing. The 
techniques used by the 1% Earth Battalion involved the use 
of music and specific sound frequencies designed to cre- 
ate a mental state of calmness, and in some cases in- 
volved apparently unarmed soldiers advancing toward the 
enemy carrying lambs. Of course the originators of this 
process were pragmatic enough to realise that this might 
not always have the required degree of success, so, as a 
backstop, the traditional hardware of war was always on 
hand just in case. 


It is not clear if the 1st Earth Battalion was ever actually 
deployed as envisioned in the field, but certain elements 
of it certainly were in the form of loud and discordant mu- 
sic, which this was implemented under the heading of psy- 
chological operations, or 'psy-ops'. The use of methods 
such as these were used during the CIA inspired capture of 
the Panamanian dictator General Manuel Noriega during 
‘Operation Nifty Package’. The involvement of the CIA 


with the nefarious dealings of Noriega and his involve- 
ment with such unsavoury characters as the Colombian 
drugs supreme, Pablo Escobar is matter of record and typ- 
ical of the cynicism rampant in the intelligence world. 
However, because he was useful and allowed the CIA to 
ply their dubious trade he was cultivated as an asset and is 
drug dealings ignored. 


This lasted until the political ends of Noriega and the CIA 
diverged and he became a hindrance that had to be re- 
moved. This was brought about by an invasion justified 
under the guise of defending human right and democracy. 
The actual method to force Noriega from his home was 
the continual use of rock and roll music played at ear- 
splitting levels outside his home. 


Although not directly involved, the effectiveness of the 
method of disorientation was not lost of Col Alexander. 
The reason that this appealed to Alexander was due to his 
interest in developing alternative weapons under the new 
title of ‘Non-Lethal Technologies’, which was the name of 
one of the companies he helped found after leaving the 
army. That is not to say that his duties while in the army 
were not dangerous because they were, he was a com- 
mander with the Green Berets and was heavily involved 
with the US Special Forces in Vietnam. 


He also led Cambodian mercenaries operating behind ene- 
my lines and took part in a number of deadly and clandes- 
tine projects while in this theatre of war. All of this ‘hands 
on’ soldering helped feed his desire to find a better way of 
conducting warfare. One of his abiding interests was, and 
still is, in anomalous phenomena, i.e. ‘the paranormal’ and 
how this might be harnessed for military use. This includ- 
ed a series of mind control projects coming under the gen- 
eral heading of ‘psychotronics’ and also initiated by the 
ever-inventive CIA, there were several attempts that cul- 
minated in the notorious (and allegedly unsuccessful) pro- 
ject called MK-ULTRA. 


Psychotronic Warfare, Mind Control and 
Dr Ewen Cameron 


Of all the range of techniques used in this notorious tech- 
nology, perhaps the most odious and unsettling part of 
the entire mind control programme was the attempt to 
produce unthinking assassins who could be made to do 
whatever their handlers wished. The mainstays behind the 
discredited and degrading attempt were two techniques 
called ‘depatterning’ and ‘psychic driving’. The pro- 
gramme, which was carried at facilities in the psychiatric 
division of McGill University in Canada, was devised and 
directed by Dr Ewen Cameron. 


The process involved ‘depatterning’; a word devised by 
the doctor, in an attempt to remove every single trace of

the existing personality. The subject was strapped into a 
chair and any resistance met with doses of curare, the 
paralysing drug first found in South America. 


The dazed subject was then administered a horrific mix- 
ture of LSD overdoses, a narcotically induced sleep of up 
to 65 days and the repeated application of 'electro- 
convulsive shocks' at multiples of the recommended dos- 
age. Once the depatterning was judged complete the sub- 
ject was further subjected to ‘psychic driving’, where a 
message was repeated on a loop for up to 16 hours per 
day into the receptive mind. The project was later aban- 
doned because the results were not deemed reliable or 
stable and the existing personality slowly and inexorably 
began to reassert itself. 


One of the several shocking aspects of the idea was that 
it reduced the unfortunate subjects to a near vegetative 
state where they had to be taught how to use the toilet 
and even how to feed themselves. Another was that the 
concept was also attempted on prisoners in the Nazi 
death camps of Dachau and Auschwitz using narcohypno- 
sis and psychoactive drugs such as mescaline and barbitu- 
rates. After the war many of the scientists and techni- 
cians involved in these crimes were removed under Pro- 
ject Paperclip and sent to Randolph Airforce base in San 
Antonio to continue with these experiments. This time 
the subjects were a mixture of prisoners and mental pa- 
tients, and again they were not volunteers. 


Non-lethal Technologies 


All of this eventually led to another project involving Col 
Alexander, this was the now officially disbanded 'Stargate 
Project', which involved exotic techniques such as remote 
viewing. We must not forget that similar projects were 
under way in the USSR and other countries. Perhaps typi- 
cally of the man, in 1971 while serving as an infantry Cap- 
tain at Schofield Barracks in Honolulu, Hawaii, he took 
part in a series of dives off the Bimini Islands allegedly 
looking for Atlantis. Bimini is of course where a clairvoy- 
ant, the late Edgar Cayce, predicted that fabled city/state 
would be found. 


Although there has been no sign of this legendary place 
either in Bimini, or anywhere else for that matter alt- 
hough speculation is always rife, one thing that did 
emerge was the so-called ‘Bimini Road’, which is an enig- 
matic stretch of apparently paved roadway stretching for 
some distance below the sea. Incidentally, as recently as 
1991 it was reported that Col Alexander was planning to 
return to the Bimini/Bahamas region to study certain un- 
specified anomalies. Admittedly some of the ideas consid- 
ered by Alexander have proved less than successful and it 
is likely that, physical non-lethal weapons aside, they 


were more intended to promote a specific paradigm ra- 
ther than be taken literally. These include techniques de- 
signed to allow soldiers who had been suitable trained to 
literally walk through walls, become invisible and read 
minds. 


The range of non-lethal technologies reportedly consid- 
ered by Alexander and his colleagues include electromag- 
netic weapons, chemical options like 'sticky foam', differ- 
ent kinds of restraint including 'net guns' that project a 
sheet of electrified webbing over an assailant and low 
frequency acoustic weapons which were devices de- 
signed to emit vomit inducing frequencies. There was an- 
other experimental device in a similar vein produced for 
the purpose of producing 'brown noise', this was intend- 
ed to cause those affected by the frequencies to sponta- 
neously and uncontrollably empty their bowels. Yet an- 
other electronic weapon was a very powerful microwave 
emitter designed to cause an intense burning sensation 
on the skin of anyone standing within its range. 


Also in the arsenal are 'information weapons', which are 
longer term and almost certainly include disinformation 
etc... and finally, non-lethal biological weapons, including 
quick acting toxins and substances that, like the 'brown 
noise' transducers, act as extremely effective and rapid 
laxatives. 


Invisible Men 


At one point Col Alexander was attached to the US Army 
Intelligence and Security Command (INSCOM) under the 
command of General Albert Stubblebine whose remit 
included developing the means necessary to allow this to 
happen. Perhaps due to the automatic discipline en- 
trained in military thinking the mindset may be extremely 
literal, which is why these methods were attempted. It 
may seem rather odd and requires a measure of lateral 
thinking, but one can almost understand why a human 
being might just be able to pass through a solid object. At 
first sight the process seems impossible; a solid object, 
say a wall or door, consists of atoms and even smaller 
particles existing at specific frequencies. The person also 
consists of particles and frequencies vibrating at more or 
less the same rate, it's why the wall or door acts as a bar- 
rier. 


However, if one could somehow change the frequency of 
the person or the obstacle then, the theory goes, they 
should be able to pass through the solid object, like walk- 
ing though a mist; simple, right? Well no, it is not. Quite 
apart from their not being able to make it work, logically, 
if the person did somehow alter their bodily frequency to 
pass through a solid object, then the floor (or ground) 
would no longer support them and they would simply fall 
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through the Earth. The same paradigm was applied to 
another project, that of invisibility, the assumption was 
again, literally, that the person could be made transpar- 
ent, effectively an invisible man, by altering their 
thought processes, but this could not be made to work 
either. Well, not yet! 


The inspiration for this seems to come from exotic mar- 
tial arts techniques; the idea was, not to become literally 
invisible, but rather it was to develop the art of 'not be- 
ing seen’. The title, ‘Ninjitsu’, from which is derived from 
the term 'Ninja', translates directly as 'the art of not be- 
ing seen' and is entirely appropriate considering that the 
Ninja were a type of assassin who, ideally, would not 
want to be seen. 


The Military and Magick 


Other organisations that Col Alexander became involved 
with that at first sight had no obvious military applica- 
tion include ‘The National Institute for Discovery Science’ 
or NIDS for short, which was founded in 1995 by a Las 
Vegas based millionaire called Robert Bigelow, who is 
also a very close friend of Alexander. NIDS exists to in- 
vestigate various phenomena currently described as 
‘paranormal’ and this includes everything from UFO's 
and ET's to poltergeists. Although the NIDS website is 
still in existence there have been no new postings since 
2004 and it is believed that the group is no longer active. 
Prior to this Alexander became an advisor to ‘The Apolli- 
naire Group’, yet another Las Vegas based organisation 
whose purpose is the study of anomalous and paranor- 
mal phenomena. In this group, which was set up in 1982, 
Col Alexander is referred to as 'Dr Alexander', which is 
justified on the grounds that he received a doctorate 
from one of the universities he attended. 


The name of the Apollinaire Group seems to derive from 
poet Guillaume Apollinaire, the assumed name of the 
inventor of the term 'surrealist', which describes the ar- 
tistic movement that spawned such luminaries as Salva- 
dor Dali, Jean Cocteau, Marc Chagal, Gertrude Stein and 
Pablo Picasso. One of Guillaume Apollinaire's less sa- 
voury claims to fame came when was accused of stealing 
the Mona Lisa. He was released without charge after a 
week, but while in custody pointed the finger at Picasso 
who was also questioned, but later released; whether 
their friendship continued after this is doubtful. 


Quite why Apollinaire's name was chosen to front an 
organisation investigating anomalous phenomena is un- 
clear, but it may be connected to the unique nature and 
style of art that he gave his name to. At present Col Alex- 
ander still lives with his wife in Las Vegas, although he 
has also spent time in Afghanistan acting as a 'special 


advisor' involving unusual methods of extracting infor- 
mation from suspects. 


One involves such disorienting techniques as placing the 
subject blindfolded in a cargo container and bombarding 
them with loud rock music for hours on end, the ulti- 
mate outcome of these techniques is uncertain. Clearly 
the Col learned much from the CIA's methods previously 
used in Panama. Col Alexander still maintains an interest 
in his hobbies and still actively participates in the activi- 
ties of the organisations of which he is a member. His 
office address in Las Vegas is that of the now defunct 
NIDS, which may be an indication that it is not as inactive 
as it first appears. If this is the case it should come as no 
surprise, because Col Alexander is still a man of vast ex- 
perience with many secrets stored in his head and he is 
obviously still in demand by his government. 


One of the projects overseen by Col Alexander was the 
so-called Hutchison Effect, which involved the strange 
effects of electromagnetic fields on human beings in 
close proximity to them. 


The Hutchison Effect 


John Hutchison is a self-taught Canadian researcher spe- 
cialising in electromagnetic phenomena and in his labor- 
atory he has collection of devices that emit local electro- 
magnetic fields. These included a Van de Graaff genera- 
tor, Tesla Coils, microwave sources, RF generators and 
other bits and pieces of electronic equipment that would 
produce such fields as part of their normal operation. 
Hutchison was astonished to see that a by-product of all 
this equipment was the production of intermodulating 
EM fields of various strengths. 


In turn, these fields appeared to produce the sporadic 
and spontaneous movement of items lying in certain 
areas of the lab, later designated by Hutchison as 'hot 
spots'. Small and large, light and heavy, ferrous and non- 
ferrous, these items levitated and moved around while 
this collection of electrical equipment was switched on. 
Not only that, orbs of lights appeared in the air and met- 
al distorted, and all at the standard household voltages 
of 110v AC at 60 Hertz used in north America. 


At no time did the maximum load exceed 1.5 kilowatts 
which is much less than an average domestic heater. 
Given the relatively low power usage, the results ob- 
tained were remarkable. In addition, small fires started 
spontaneously in various parts of the building some dis- 
tance from the site of the experiment. This would seem 
to indicate that the effect is not necessarily confined to 
the immediate vicinity of the source of the radiation and 
it is important to understand that. 
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Is it not possible that rather than creating the various 
phenomena by reason of the emission of electromag- 
netic radiation, the device is acting as a receiver or am- 
plifier for external radiation? To quote from a comment 
by John Hutchison, “1 wonder if somehow the fabric of 
space-time is actually breached". This was almost a 
chicken and egg situation, is the Hutchison device 
breaching the local space-time continuum and allowing 
unsuspected energies through, or is the device radiating 
strange energies of its own creation? 


While experimenting with the device, George Hathaway, 
an electrical engineer and independent assessor acting 
for the Los Alamos National Laboratory, monitored the 
ambient EM field strength. This evidently varied be- 
tween 100,000 and 500,000 micro volts. To bring this 
into perspective, 500,000 uV equals one half of one volt. 
This is not a great deal of energy in comparison to the 
dynamic energy required to move an object weighing (in 
at least one instance) several kilograms, so opinion 
there has to be some other factor, a form of amplifica- 
tion, direction and control. 


One particularly disturbing aspect to the subject is the 
apparent interest shown by various governments to this 
phenomenon. Hutchison approached both the US and 
Canadian governments. The US army sent a team to ex- 
amine the events is Hutchison's lab where they took 
videotapes and made various measurements of electro- 
magnetic field strengths. 


They later refused to give Hutchison a copy of the re- 
port; it had suddenly become 'classified'. The Canadian 
government did the same, saying it infringed national 
security: just what has this researcher stumbled on? 
What arcane military research has been breached here? 
Given the type of results he obtained, there are several 
intriguing possibilities. Exotic propulsion systems and 
beam weapons are an example. The entire subject is 
open to various explanations, for the reasons stated, 
there does not appear to be anything truly spiritual or 
paranormal here, there is surely a more rational physical 
explanation. There are also several unanswered ques- 
tions, e.g. has any serious attempt been made to repli- 
cate the experiment? 


Alexander was involved in the series of evaluations car- 
ried out at Hutchison's laboratory although at the time 
Hutchison thought that Alexander was helping him navi- 
gate his way through the red tape that abounds in gov- 
ernment and military circles. What he did not know until 
much later was that at the time Col Alexander was a 
serving intelligence officer charged with observing his 
every act. That aside, John Alexander believes that the 
Hutchison Effect is a genuine if elusive phenomenon, 
which he attributes it to 'Macro-PK' or large scale psy- 
chokinesis, or the ability to either cause objects to move 
simply by an act of will or in some other way influence 
them. 


This may be so, but investigations appear to indicate 
that there has to be a specific set of circumstances in 
place, including the presence of wide range of electro- 
magnetic fields before this anomaly will occur and sig- 
nificantly Hutchison had to be present. If the Colonel 
and the LANL scientists saw the effect manifest in 
Hutchison's laboratory it is fair to assume that they 
wanted it to work repeatedly and to order and become 
part of the weird and frequently terrifying arsenal hid- 
den in the secrecy of world of 'black technology'. 


Although ostensibly promoting the reality of paranormal 
phenomena, Col Alexander was (and as with his many 
other interests indeed may still be) part of a group col- 
lectively known as 'The Aviary'. This organisation was 
set up to act as a disinformation source dealing with the 
vexed issue of UFO's and each of the members was 
known by the name of a bird, which, in Col Alexander's 
case, was 'Penguin'. 


Other members of the clandestine group included Dr. 
Harold Puthoff, known as ‘Owl’, and a member of the 
influential ‘Stanford Research Institute’, (SRI), an organi- 
sation that was closely involved with the CIA funded re- 
mote viewing program, ‘The Stargate Project’ and other 
exotic concepts. Interestingly, Puthoff was also a close 
associate of Dr. Russell Targ, yet another member of the 
SRI who was also involved in the remote viewing ven- 
ture. 


Other Aviary associates were Dr Jack Verona, a US De- 
partment of Defence (DOD) employee who was also in- 
strumental in the 'Sleeping Beauty' project. This idea, 
which was bankrolled by the Defence Intelligence Agen- 
Cy, was intended to develop electromagnetic weapons 
capable of exerting a negative influence over enemy 
soldiers in the battle zone. Also included was the CIA's 
Dr Christopher Green known as 'Bluejay' and Dr Ron 
Pandolphi, a physicist working at the CIA's Rocket and 
Missile section of the Office of the Deputy Director of 
Science and Technology who was called 'Pelican'. There 
was also a former US air force sergeant called Richard 
Doty who went by the alias of ‘Falcon’ One of the nota- 
ble successes, if that is the correct term, achieved by 
this group, and in particular Richard Doty, was the com- 
plete mental breakdown and discrediting of the unfortu- 
nate Dr Paul Bennewitz. Bennewitz's downfall came 
about at the hands of a former UFO researcher named 
William Moore who had been tricked by Richard Doty 
and the Aviary with the promise of exclusive infor- 
mation on the UFO enigma. 


Air Force Office of Special Investigations 
In addition to membership of The Aviary, Doty also had 


been deeply involved with the 'Air Force Office of Spe- 
cial Investigations' sometimes called 'AFOSI'. The official 
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function of AFOSI is as а counter terrorism unit with po- 
lice duties and powers that cover all aspects of the US 
Air Force. However it has also been involved with any- 
thing perceived a threat to the integrity of the United 
States in general and US Air Force in particular and that 
included reports of UFO sightings. It was in the interests 
of the US Air Force and AFOSI to discourage anything 
that might compromise its secret technology, so what 
better way than to spread deliberate, cynical, but plausi- 
ble lies and half truths about UFO's. 


To do this William Moore was targeted by field agent 
Doty and used as an unwitting agent-provocateur who 
was known to and trusted by the UFO community. 


In return for this so-called 'information' Moore was to 
feed disinformation supplied by members of The Aviary 
to selected individuals, in particular Paul Bennewitz. This 
may well have been due to the fact that Dr Bennewitz 
had a quantity of film showing strange events occurring 
in the sky above a weapons storage area at Kirtland Air 
Force base during the 1980's. The steady input of lies 
and half-truths, which the trusting Bennewitz accepted 
at face value, eventually cast serious doubt on the rest 
of the evidence he had gathered and caused him to look 
particularly foolish to the rest of the UFO community. 


Understandably this had a serious effect on his self- 
confidence and reputation, so much so that he was 
eventually committed to a psychiatric institution. How- 
ever, in spite of this and although 
much more muted than in the past, 
the subject of UFO's, their occupants 
and the technology behind them has 
not gone away and former AFOSI 
agent Doty is a regular attendee at 
UFO conferences in the USA. 


Perhaps, like John Alexander, he still 
likes to keep a finger on the pulse of 
those who still seek answers because 
it might be that they have in fact un- 
knowingly uncovered secrets that 
should not be revealed. 


Old spies never really retire, they 
hold far too much information about 
what their governments are doing 
behind the scenes and that includes 
developing technologies that have 
more in common with magick than 
hard science. There can be no doubt 
that men like Sgt Richard Doty and in | 
particular Col John Alexander have 


witnessed and been privy to experiments and concepts 
that defy any rational description. 


UFO's, mind control, remote viewing, killing by wishing it 
so, invisibility and walking through walls: all unlikely con- 
cepts that in normal circumstances are cast aside as 
wishful thinking or worse. The public in any nation, in 
spite of funding all governmental and military projects 
through taxation, only ever gets to see what the authori- 
ties want them to see. Although they might deny and 
debunk anything remotely connected with the paranor- 
mal, or indeed in the equally obscure field of UFO re- 
search, there is no doubt that governments the world 
over can and do maintain a abiding but discrete interest 
in the possibilities opened up by the psychic world. 


Once this utterly insane technology has been decoded 
the possibilities are breathtaking...and limitless. We 
might not like it but we need men such as these and the 
technologies that they develop use and conceal. The 
needs of the many always supersede the needs of the 
individual: and the means justify the end...always! 


The novelist George Orwell summed it up best when he 
said, "We sleep safe in our beds because rough men 
stand ready in the night to visit violence on those who

2011, Malcolm reported the number 
of reports of UFO sightings in 
Muchalls had died down.

Malcolm said: "Today Muchalls, (as 
far as we are led to believe!) sees 
very little in the way of UFO reports 
and we can but wonder why.

Out of Time: The Intergenerational 
Abduction Program Explored - Second Edition

In August this year | was discussing with Terry Lovelace 
(author, Devils Den, The Reckoning, Free Fall) the likely 
fallout of the Washington DC Congressional hearings 
initiated by the astounding revelations brought into the 
public domain by officially-sanctioned whistleblower 
David Grusch. 

Terry expressed his hope and expectation that the al- 
leged evidence of attempted reverse-engineering of ve- 
hicles manufactured by “non-human intelligences” now 
being discussed in open, televised Congressional ses- 
sions might soon lead to an admission of the existence 
of the alien abduction phenomenon as reported by 
thousands of people worldwide over the past 60+ years. 
He did say, however: “The public has to take the phe- 
nomenon in small bites. Acknowledging that ET is real is 
just the first mouthful. It will take an entire generation 
for the majority of folks to accept it as truth unless ET 
does something dramatic on a grand scale.” 


My view, expressed to Terry on that occasion and re- 
peated here, is that knowledge of the abduction issue 
might well be the principal cause, origin and reason for 
continuance of this official secrecy. It might even be that 
some of these vessels allegedly in the custody of the US 
DoD or, more likely, in the hands of private corpora- 
tions/defence contractors (which, being private enter- 
prises, are exempt from FOI legislation) were found to 
contain examination tables and other equipment obvi- 
ously designed to carry out medical-anatomical proce- 
dures on human subjects. If you were in a position of 
public trust responsible for the security and protection 
of the population, would you want that particularly un- 
comfortable truth to be publicly exposed? 

Would you want to demonstrate such a reality to the 
world's press cameras? Probably not: you might on the 
contrary go to great lengths to conceal it. 


In my book Out of Time: The Intergenerational Abduction 
Program Explored, originally published in 

September 2022, | mention this official secrecy but nei- 
ther confront nor explore the matter in depth: the con- 
spiracy theories which inevitably grow up around the 
subject are not the primary concern of the narrative. On 
the contrary, the central narrative thrust of OoT is main- 
ly concerned with what can be proved beyond reasona- 
ble doubt to the satisfaction of the professional, medical 
and scientific communities about the physical reality of 


the abduction phenomenon; for me, this is the first and 
most fundamental step in the process. 


The Second Edition of Out of Time was published by 
Grosvenor House on 24 August 2023 in hardcover, mass- 
market paperback, and eBook. The primary content fo- 
cuses on an exploration of what is known with reasona- 
ble certainty about this superficially improbable phe- 
nomenon, verified by multiple witness testimony over 
time and backed-up by forensic, scientific and medical 
evidence published in full in the book's extensive appen- 
dices. These include photographs of bodily scarring of 
recognisable pattern; a comprehensive forensic report 
by Microtrace LLC of Illinois on hairs recovered after two 
different abduction events experienced by two separate 
people thousands of miles apart and unknown to each 
other; and the detailed scientific analysis of a bodily im- 
plant surgically removed from an abductee revealing a 
bio-compatible shell designed specifically to avoid the 
normal inflammatory response of the immune system, 
containing nerve proprioceptors and transmitting radio 
waves in three separate frequency bands, with a com- 
plex nano-device at its core composed of materials with 
non-terrestrial isotopic ratios — i.e. it looks like the de- 
vice removed from this abductee was neither designed 
nor manufactured anywhere on Earth. This is irrefutable 
hard science to any professional medical-forensic practi- 
tioner, and an invitation to investigate the matter with 
an open mind. 


Out of Time asserts that a program of subtle genetic 
modification has been carried out on a selected small 
percentage of the human population which has several 
distinct elements: secrecy; worldwide even spread (so 
far as is known) through all human population groups; 
and a strong intergenerational continuance through 
four, five or more successive genetic-generational lines. 


The book presents evidence that this program may have 
been carried out on between two and five percent of the 
human population worldwide (best estimate); that it 
probably began in the 1890s; and that the secrecy essen- 
tial to its eventual success depends on abduction events 
being witnessed as seldom as possible. Deliber- 

ate, intentional memory blocking in the participants 
manifests as awareness of periods of "missing time" of 
usually one to two hours' duration but occasionally of 
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much longer periods (Travis Walton, for example, was 
missing for five days and nights during his multiply- 
witnessed November 1975 abduction). The mechanism 
deployed by the abductors to create this missing time 
element is well understood and explored in detail. Ab- 
ductees are sometimes deceived into believing all man- 
ner of things from seeing or even conversing with de- 
parted relatives, to receiving "messages for humanity" 
or being told that they are "special". The control over 
brain functions and ability to manipulate the memories 
of abductees while bypassing normal retinal observa- 
tions is extensive and sophisticated, revealing a level of 
neuro-scientific expertise and intimate knowledge of 
human anatomy well beyond the currently known and 
understood capabilities of our own medical-scientific 
community. All communication between abducted and 
abductees, and between the abductors themselves, are 
telepathic: this seeming oddity is universally reported by 
all witnesses. 


The book explores how the abductors follow hereditary 
genetic lines and investigates theories on why they 
might be doing this. The successive stages of the pro- 
gram through the decades, the reasons for their obses- 
sive harvesting of sperm and ova from the bodies of ab- 
ductees (documented as far back as the 1957 Villas-Boas 
case and the 1961 Hill case) and the resulting generation 
of hybrid offspring is well documented and attested, and 
this too is explored. If the substantial forensic and medi- 
cal evidence, and moreover abductee testimony, is to be 
believed and accepted, then the conclusion must be that 
such a program not only exists, but moreover involves 
the commitment of resources on an enormous scale, 
carried out on a huge population sample over a century 
or more with presumably some planned end-goal in 
mind. But what, exactly, might be planned? This is 
where speculation takes over, as "they" don't tell us, 
except to enigmatically reveal to abductees that "one 
day, we shall all be together" and that this eventual to- 
getherness should be seen as a cause for celebration 
among the abductee population. Indeed, some abduc- 
tees report that their willing participation in the pro- 
gram is the ultimate measure of success to the abduc- 
tors, but their participation — willing or not — will contin- 
ue until this end-goal is achieved. 


"This all sounds rather technical — not to mention im- 
probable, and rather scary - and likely a struggle to 
read" | hear you say. Indeed | am aware that most peo- 
ple attracted to or interested in this field of study may 
not be professionally qualified in the medical or forensic 
sciences; the narrative is therefore written with the av- 
erage reader in mind. The book consists of nine chap- 
ters, each of which takes the reader by the hand, so to 
speak, to guide him/her through understanding some 
important aspect/s of this strange phenomenon. Weav- 


ing together the author's own lifetime experience and 
those of immediate ancestors in the generational line 
with those common to other abductees (the testimonies 
of many are included, though at their request they re- 
main anonymous), the journey encompasses 15 years of 
study-time spent with some of the foremost researchers 
who have interested themselves in the phenomenon 
while not being abductees themselves, but whose work 
has nevertheless contributed in great measure to our 
understanding of what might be going on. 


Out of Time addresses many of the common questions 
which readers with little or no acquaintance with the 
evidence may be inclined to ask. The lives and distinctive 
experiences of abductees are investigated thoroughly, 
with common markers clearly identified and explained. 
The issue of why abductees report distinctly different 
types of entities encountered during their abductions is 
also tackled: not just the formerly ubiquitous "small grey 
aliens" but other kinds of beings too, what they each 
might be, their origins and significance to the abduction 
program. The questions "Where do they come from?" 
and "How did they get here?" are also posed, demon- 
strating why these questions are impossible to answer 
and why we ought to be asking more pertinent ones. 
Above all, Out of Time tells a story with a summary and 
conclusion at the end. 


This group of visitors is almost certainly not the only one 
to interact with us: many people have what they think of 
as positive experiences of such interactions, but the spe- 
cific activities of these widely reported abducting enti- 
ties are the primary focus of this particular work. 

A serious attempt has been made to offer the reader an 
engrossing experience which holds the attention and 
gels together as a continuous narrative. The feedback 
from the First Edition was that this seems to have suc- 
ceeded even for readers with no prior interest in the 
subject matter. Whichever format you choose to read, I 
hope you find the experience enriching and enjoyable. 
Should you suspect you may be one of the 296 - 596 "in 
the program", | further hope that the information in Out 
of Time helps to clarify the situation and assists you on 
your way to understanding and acceptance.

The East Coast USA Encounter of June 26, 2022 -

They jumped out of their seats! 

The UFO came straight at them so fast, so close, it just 
missed hitting the regional commercial airliner! 
The whole event lasted less than 6 seconds. 

As pilot and co-pilot, they had front row seats to a UFO 
event they would never forget. 

It changed their lives. 


When the courageous commercial pilot made a sighting 
report to MUFON, because it was off the coast of New 
Jersey, | was lucky to get this fantastic case as М...С.1. 
Both the pilot and co-pilot could not have been nicer to 
me as witnesses. After many hours on the phone, a high 
level of trust was quickly established. The co-pilot, well 
trained and sharp, had about 3 years of experience in 
commercial flight. Our main pilot had 15,000 commer- 
cial flight hours under his belt. He's been a pilot for 
about 20 years. That amount of time in the air meant he 
was and is one of the rarest and best witnesses MUFON 
could ever get as a highly qualified and unimpeachable 
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witness. 


We covered a lot of pilot terminology that made the 
event crystal clear to me. | was able to see the event 
through their eyes. These are strong courageous men 
with tough jobs. Reporting UFOs could get them 
grounded on psychiatric grounds! 


Over the Atlantic Ocean, both pilots had made similar 
flights from Providence, Rhode Island to Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania many times. Planes nowadays fly at a low- 
er altitude than years past. They save fuel this way. As 
their plane headed down the East Coast going South, 
they flew an arrival pattern into Philly from Rhode Island 
and were at an altitude of approximately 15,000 feet.

The object was variegated vertically 
top to bottom. They saw 3 maybe 4 
of these lines.

pilots also used the term "marble finish". 


The size was the same as a small All-Terrain Vehicle 
(Volkswagen?). There was no means of propulsion or 
any type of intakes or exhausts. There were no lights

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present and it was a day time sighting. Appear- 
ing to have darkened windows, the pilot told me 
he thought it was "some type of technology / 
possibly alien in origin." Their plane was flying 
about 350 knots. The object came at them from 
the opposite direction at approximately 350 
knots by their estimation. Interestingly both pi- 
lots commented that they felt that the UFO had 
something to do with coming out of the water. 


One correlating account occurred in February 
2020 over Medellin, Columbia when a squarish 
object passed a commercial airliner in the same 
manner as our N.J. case. Below is a screenshot 
from a video taken by a pilot where a cube 
shaped object similar to our case here casually 
passes a jet airliner at a leisurely speed. It has no 
means of propulsion, it is not aerodynamical but 
itis clearly cruising leisurely and it very similar to 
the object that almost collided over the Atlantic 
with our pilots. See following page top left. 
Could it be the same object or an object t of sim- 
ilar design? 


Let us go back to the drawing the pilots made 
during their June 26" encounter. 


A search of the MUFON Case Management Sys- 
tem (CMS) with 132,000 cases, revealed a quite 
extraordinary similarity to a drawing in another 
case, specifically, MUFON Case # 48885 which occurred 
on November 10, 2008 at 5:15 AM in Wintersville, Ohio. 


The witness claimed the object was between 11 and 30 
feet which is in line with expectations concerning our 
June 26, 2022 Atlantic Ocean aerial vehicle of unknown 
nature. Object was less than 100 feet from witness and 
very low. It was a close encounter within 500 feet. An 
investigator must take this particularly clear witness 
drawing as very accurate. If so, it mimics almost exactly, 
what the pilots saw on June 22, 2022. How unusual. 


The witness narrative goes, "On my way to 
work at 5:15 AM. Driving by a car lot with a 
lighted lot. The object came over the road 
just a little ahead of me and very low. It 
appeared like two diamonds butted togeth- 
er at the big end and was rotating clock 
wise very slowly. Color was dull grey with 
no reflection and every other plane was 
black also with no reflection. | watched it 
fly across the road in the ambient light from 
the car lot. The craft had no lights or sound 
so as it got away from the ambient light, | 
lost it over the woods. Heading North West. 
My first impression was that this was some 
kind of a satellite but after talking it over 
with the wife I’m not so sure."
